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I’ll gift land for racing 
staff, says Lord Derby 


The man behind Hatchfield Farm proposals speaks of his 
frustration at the delays over a decision - and says he’ll 
offer more land to provide homes for racing employees 


LORD Derby, the man behind the con¬ 
troversial application for 400 homes 
at Hatchfield Farm in Newmarket, has 
announced he will provide additional 
land for 100 homes exclusively for rac¬ 
ing staff. 

And he has spoken of his “frustra¬ 
tion” with the delays in a decision over 
the proposals, after the application was 
called in by the Secretary of State. 

In an interview with the News this 
week, Edward Stanley, the 19th Earl of 
Derby, said: “There is a need for hous¬ 
ing - and affordable housing - in New¬ 
market. 

“If we are going to grow a horse popu¬ 
lation, we have to grow a housing mar¬ 
ket for people to live in. Newmarket is 
phenomenally successful - we can’t 
grow and have all these people work 
here without providing these homes.” 

Lord Derby said he had also in¬ 
formed the council that there would 
not be subsequent applications for 
more development beyond the current 
application. 

In a letter to the Newmarket News

(printed in full on page 6) he said: “I 
have also offered to gift an additional 
piece of land to a suitable racing chari¬ 
ty in order to build a further 100 homes 
specifically for members of the racing 
community. A need which has been 
much discussed by the local leaders of 
the industry.” 

The horseracing industry has long 
argued that Lord Derby’s application 
for houses would destroy the racing in¬ 
dustry - something which Lord Derby 
himself said had been “uncomfortable 
to hear”. 

Lord Derby owns Stanley House Stud 
in Newmarket’s Snailwell Road, where 
he keeps Classic winning mare Ouija 
Board and where her son, 2014 Derby 
winner Australia, was bred. 

His family has been training horses 
since the foundation of the Derby title 
250 years ago. 

Lord Derby admitted that his origi¬ 
nal application, for 1,200 homes, 


“was too large for the town”, but said he 
had now “redressed the balance”. 

The decision on the application was 
originally due last October after a plan¬ 
ning inquiry in March. 

It was delayed until December after 
a new report was given to the Secretary 
of State. It has now been delayed again 
until the end of the month. 

Lord Derby said: “What seems very 
strange is that the democratically 
elected councillors and their planning 
committee passed the decision to al¬ 
low this development in the summer 
of 2014,” he said. 

“It seems an incredible delay when 
the local bodies say this is right for the 
town of Newmarket and the area of 
Forest Heath. 

“I’m all for the inquiry and the 
chance to have a good hard look - but 
the inquiry ended last April.”

A PRIMARY school in Exning 
devastated by an arson at¬ 
tack last September has ris¬ 
en from the ashes as its new 
classroom opens for pupils. 

Exning Primary School 
was set on fire in the early 
hours of Friday September 
4. 

Fire crews from Suffolk 
Fire and Rescue Service 
were called to the school at 
1.51am and found it well 
alight. 

Police believed it was 
started in a shed which was 
adjacent to the school and 
then spread to a classroom, 
which dated back to 1850. 

The school lost that class¬ 
room, with the fire causing 
the suspended roof to col¬ 
lapse. 

They also lost their library 
which contained 10,000 
books. 

The blaze caused £300,000 
worth of damage in total. 

But after months of re¬ 
building and renovation, 
the school has reopened the 
classroom and the school is 
back up to full strength. 

Deputy headteacher Jane 
Segust said: “We are abso¬ 
lutely delighted to be in the 
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new classroom. The children 
have all settled in really well. 

“The room is much lighter 
and brighter and the chil¬ 
dren and parents are all de¬ 
lighted.” 

The school have also now 
managed to incorporate 
more of the Victorian build¬ 
ing elements in the class¬ 
room in the refurbishment. 

Jane added: “The suspend¬ 
ed ceiling we have has been 
raised which shows more of 
the wooden beams. There is 
an entire window which was 
not seen at all before.” 

Jane and headteacher 
James Clark also gave their 
thanks to bursar Fesley Cole 
who was the first member of 
staff on site during the fire. 

Jane said: “She was able 
to get the fire service a map 
of the school so they knew 
where best to tackle the fire 
from. 

“It could have been far 
worse if it was not for her.” 

Following the fire, the 
community banded together 
to support the school and 


raise cash for them while 
they waited for their insur¬ 
ance claim. 

Usborne donated books, 
Tesco loaned grocery crates 
and Tindalls worked with the 
school to replace books as 
quickly as possible. 

Primary schools and or¬ 
ganisations as far afield as 
Fakenheath, Swavesey and 
Over all donated items, while 
local people came together 
to raise money. 

Now that the refurbish¬ 
ment is complete, the left¬ 
over money has helped to 
improve the school’s library. 

Jane said: “We have been 
able to enhance the library 
and fill some of the book¬ 
shelves with much better 
quality items. 

“The number of people 
raising money for us has 
been incredible.” 

■ A 17-year-old girl plead¬ 
ed guilty to arson. 

She is due to be sentenced 
in Ipswich Crown Court next 
week. 

A 16-year-old girl who also 
faces an arson charge is due 
to appear at Ipswich Crown 
Court in February.

vinced by the new offers made by 
Lord Derby. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West 
Suffolk, said: “The current pro¬ 
posal is inappropriate, and simply 
proposing to add to it does nothing 
to address that. 

“As I have said many times be¬ 
fore, this application is entirely 
unsuitable as it would damage the 
local economy in Newmarket, cre¬ 
ate higher volumes of traffic in the 
town and put jobs at risk. 

“Now that Lord Derby has recog¬ 
nised that his proposal needs im¬ 
proving, I would urge him to with¬ 
draw it and work with local people 
to come up with a plan that gets 
everyone’s support.” 

Former mayor Rachel Hood said: 
“This latest comment appears to 
be some last minute disingenuous 
attempt to muddy the waters and 
wrongly portray himself as a ben¬ 
efactor to Newmarket. He has pre¬ 
viously refused to make any such 
offer formally. 

“As a resident of the Liverpool 
area, to him this application has 
always been about personal fi¬ 
nancial gain and not the benefit of 
Newmarket.”

High-speed chase 
‘put lives at risk’ 


A MAN risked lives by lead¬ 
ing police on a 12-mile chase 
reaching speeds of lOOmph 
in residential areas across the 
county, a court heard. 

Ashley Robinson, 20, of 
High Street, Teversham, 
pleaded guilty at Cambridge 
Crown Court to dangerous 
driving, driving with no in¬ 
surance, driving without a 
licence, theft from a vehicle, 
theft of a vehicle, supplying 
cannabis and possessing can¬ 
nabis. 

The court also took 12 other 
offences of theft into account. 

Caroline Allison, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court that on 
Sunday, May 3 last year police 
were made aware of an illegal 
gathering of cars ‘cruising’ at 
the Norman Way Industrial 
Estate off Coldhams Lane, 
Cambridge. 

Officers arrived in an un¬ 
marked police car and spot¬ 
ted Robinson driving a Toyota 
at 60mph in a 30mph zone 
with two passengers. 

Miss Allison said: “A po¬ 
lice chase ensued, lasting 
12 miles from Norman Way, 
Cambridge, and finishing in 
the village of Exning. During 
the chase the defendant drove 
at 60mph on Cherry Hinton 
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Road, 80mph on Airport Way, 
90mph on the A1303, 80mph 
through Stow Cum Quy, 
Lode and Swaffham Bulbeck, 
70mph through Burwell and 
lOOmph through Swaffham 
Prior. 

“In Exning, he drove at 
80mph before heading down 
Queens View - a road which 
led to a dead end. Police saw 
three people from the car 
jump over a wall into a field.” 

A police search, including 
use of the police helicopter 
and police dogs, then began. 
The helicopter located the 
two passengers and the de¬ 
fendant was then found with 
the car key in his pocket. 

Officers searched the car 
and discovered ‘deal bags’, a 
grinder with cannabis and 
scales. The car was seized as 
the defendant had no insur¬ 
ance and only had a provi¬ 
sional driving licence. 

His phone was seized and 
messages were found show¬ 
ing the sale and purchase of 
cannabis to seven different 
people between March and 
April 2015.

Robinson, who has eight 
previous convictions, accept¬ 
ed he was driving too fast but 
said he was in ‘a world of his 
own’. 

Miss Allison added: “In Sep¬ 
tember the defendant and a 
friend targeted unlocked cars, 
stealing cars and items from 
them. Areas targeted included 
Duxford, Teversham, Cam- 
bourne, Haverhill, Red Lodge 
in Suffolk, Fulbourn and Bot- 
tisham.” 

Charles Falk, mitigating, 
said Robinson was ‘in a bad 
place’ after being made re¬ 
dundant. 

fudge Gareth Hawkesworth 
said the police chase required 
substantial public expendi¬ 
ture. He added: “During the 
dangerous driving you were 
doing speeds of lOOmph in 
villages at dusk, putting your¬ 
self, passengers, police and 
the public in severe danger.” 

Robinson was given an 
18-month sentence in a 
young offenders’ institution 
and disqualified from driving 
for 18 months.

Cars stranded as heavy

ROADS and pathways in and around 
Newmarket were hit by flooding on 
Monday after heavy rainfall on Sun¬ 
day night.

“Because it was in the paddocks 
and we have no sale at the moment 
it has not affected the daily running 
of the business. 

“There is some damage to the 
house, which was under two inches 
of water, but nothing significant.” 

The flooding was also felt further 
out in Moulton, where a van was left 
stranded in rising river water near 
the Packhorse Bridge. 

Lesley Nichols took photos of 
the Ridgeons van, and another car 
which got caught out. 

Newmarket is set to be hit with 
more rain tomorrow, according to 
the Met Office.

Where was our 
response? 

I WAS deeply upset by the 47 
beheadings in Saudi Arabia including 


a cleric. These people were all 
labelled as terrorists. I don't think any 
of them were tried and convicted of 
any particular act. They had been 
imprisoned for having the courage to 
speak out against a terrible repressive 
regime, as they do not have a 
democratic government. 

We had just received a new year's 
message from David Cameron about 
how he intended to crack down hard 
on anyone in our country who has 
the slightest sympathy with Isis, and 
knowing what Isis have done and are 
doing one would not disagree with 
that. I know how quickly he publicly 
denounced every evil act perpetrated 
by Isis and quite rightly so, and I 
fully expected him to do the same 
when the news came out from Saudi 
Arabia. 

But to my astonishment 
nothing came forth, the silence 
was deafening. I emailed my MP 
explaining how I was upset by 
what had happened and said that I 
expected our Prime Minister to speak 
out strongly and denounce what had 
taken place, and that I was waiting for 
him to do so. 

I waited and nothing happened, 
Sunday went by without a response 
and then on Monday morning I 
read this headline on my computer 
news "Saudi executions drew meek 
response from Britain as Middle East 
plunges into crisis". 

The article never mentioned Mr 
Cameron or Philip Hammond but 
came from a member of the Foreign 
Office staff, a Mr Tobias Ellwood and 
a Treasury minister David Gaule. 
Neither are household names, 
and the strongest language they 
could muster was that they were 
"disappointed" and added they were 
opposed to the death penalty. 


Is there no condemnation about 
this? Does Saudi Arabia have some 
kind of divine right to do what they 
want however bad and not be called 
to account? I think if we quite rightly 
condemn Isis for what they do, 
should we not be even handed in our 
judgement? 

The Shadow Foreign Secretary, 
Hilary Benn, said what they did was 
profoundly wrong, and Tim Fallon, 
the Liberal Democrat leader, urged 
David Cameron to speak out against 
the Saudi regime's actions.

Less building, 
more thought 

I TOTALLY agree with Cllr Woollard's 
concerns (News, December 30th) 
about the growth of Soham vs that of 
villages within East Cambridgeshire 
District Council's area. I moved here 
22 years ago when there was a sense 
of rural community. 

Now there seems to be little respect 
for what is left of the countryside and 
farming. Originally we were sold the 
lie that the reason for new homes 
was to meet local need. Instead we 
are having an urban conurbation 
imposed on us with many cheaper 
properties being snapped up by 
investors, many not living in the UK 
never mind locally, while local people 
can not get on the housing ladder. I 
need to move, but cannot afford the 
prices being asked such as a two bed 
bungalow advertised at £310k this 


week. 

When the Lion Mills planning 
application went before the Planning 
Committee, I attended the meeting 
and was appalled that 2.5 hours were 
devoted to extensions and alterations 
in "nice" villages while barely half 
an hour was devoted to Lion Mills 
despite it being built on flood plain 
and creating congestion. 

The then Chair of the committee 
pushed for it to be passed with 
what seemed indecent haste. It 
seems as if ECDC is determined to 
fund itself with the bonuses paid 
for each property passed and the 
double council tax for three years. 
Meanwhile those of us who pay tax 
are subsidising this as well as paying 
council tax which has increased by 
over 230% in my 22 years living here. 
Most appalling is that little has been 
done about infrastructure. One 
primary school, which I believe 
was over subscribed before it even 
opened. We have three - and one 
secondary full to capacity. As for 
medical cover, we have one surgery 
which has not been extended in 
recent years and is now usually full 
to bursting. ECDC several years ago 
admitted that it has no contingency 
plans for flooding and yet continues 
to permit building on flood plain. 

Yet again I raise the fact that ECDC 
put in one of its many consultations 
that until there was upgrading of 
sewerage/drainage and electricity, 
there should be no building until after 
2016 and yet I believe over 2,000 
new builds are already in place with 
none of that work done. Whatever 
happened to common sense and 
accountability to those of us who pay 
for the public sector?

A TWO-year-old who underwent pioneering 
surgery to help him walk has been given his 
very own physio room in a storage container. 

Sebastian Brokenshire-Dyke, from Snail- 
well near Newmarket, was diagnosed 
with cerebral palsy in late 2014 and last 
year £100,000 was raised to give him 
life-changing surgery in the USA. 

The surgery is called Selective 
Dorsal Rhizotomy (SDR) and rid 
him of the spasticity in his legs. 

Much of his progress in starting to 
live without his disability will come 
from physiotherapy - and the tod¬ 
dler, who has a twin brother called 
Solomon, is coming on leaps 
and bounds thanks to Mobile 
Minis UK. 

Seb’s mum, Lorna Bro- 
kenshire-Dyke, said: “Now 
Seb has recovered from 
surgery, he will need daily 
physiotherapy for five 
years to strengthen his 
muscles and develop his mo¬ 
bility. 

“As we don’t have enough 
room at home for his specialist 
equipment, this would have 
meant travelling to hospital 
each day, making life incred¬ 
ibly difficult for us all. 

“Having the container has 
helped Seb’s progress mas¬ 
sively. It’s just a playroom 
to them - and that’s how it 
should be when you’re two.” 

The company took the crate 
and transformed it from an 
empty shell into a fully func¬ 
tioning physio room. They gave 
it working electrics, double- 
glazed sliding windows, insulat¬ 
ed walls, new floors and a fresh 
coat of paint. 

And now the container contains 
a treadmill, mini trampoline, exer¬ 
cise balls, parallel bars, box steps 
and much more to help Seb gain 
vital strength.

Since the surgery, which was just 11 
weeks ago, Seb has learnt to stand 
for himself for up to 40 seconds, 
has taken his first steps, and 
can dance in time to music - all 
things that weren’t possible be¬ 
fore the surgery or continuing 
physiotherapy. 

Lorna added: “Since we have 
had it, Seb has taken his first steps 
in there. We didn’t expect them for a 
couple more months. 

“He can do about five steps at 
a time, but they are happening 
more frequently. In our heads 
we hoped he would take his 
first steps before he was three 
- and he has. 

“He is going from 
strength to strength.” 

She added: “I can¬ 
not thank the team at 
Mobile Mini enough. 
It will make such a dif¬ 
ference to our little boy - improv¬ 
ing his quality of life, giving him 
the time and freedom to enjoy his 
childhood, and everything else that 
a little boy of his age should be do¬ 
ing.” 

Kevin Welton, branch manager 
at Mobile Mini, which is based in 
Manningtree, said they were “de¬ 
lighted” to help. 

He said: “After hearing this brave 
little boy’s story, we wanted to as¬ 
sist in whatever way we could. 

“It will be a proud moment for 
us all at the depot when we see 
him stand and walk for the first 
time. 

“We wish every happiness to 
the family for the future.”

AIR BASE 

Fighter jet makes 
emergency landing 


GOOD PRACTICE: 
Training and calm¬ 
thinking resulted 
in a potentially 
dangerous situation 
| passing without 
incident 



A FIGHTER jet made an emergency landing 
at RAF Lakenheath on Thursday in dramatic 
scenes that saw sparks shoot from its under¬ 
side as it touched down. 

Kurt Fairhurst was watching the planes at 
the US airbase in Suffolk that morning when 
he saw the incident. 

It is believed the F-15 fighter jet’s arrestor 
hook had dropped, which caused the sparks 
as it landed on the runway. 

Mr Fairhurst said: “It was rather impressive 
to see as I’ve never seen an aircraft take the 
emergency cable before. 

“I was hoping for a safe landing. The air¬ 
craft then stopped on the runway and emer¬ 
gency vehicles rushed over to make sure the 
aircraft was safe. 

“The emergency response was impressive 
to see. You could see it was a well practiced 
scenario as it was very fast and organised. 

“Thankfully, the aircraft landed safely.” 

Master Sergeant fason Harper, 48th Op¬ 
erations Support Squadron airfield manager, 
said this type of emergency is infrequent, 
happening “at most twice a 

year”. 

He added: “It was a standard hydraulic fail-

ure, resulting in the aircraft landing without 
brakes. 

“In order for the aircraft to land safely, the 
pilot had to engage the barrier. 

“To do this, the aircraft’s tail-hook was in 
the down position and scraped along the 
runway surface generating sparks. 

“The end result was a safe engagement and 
ultimately a safe arrival. 

“Since this event was deemed an emergen¬ 
cy, all First Responders are activated and on 
scene as a precautionary measure.” 

Colonel Robert Novotny, commander of 
RAF Lakenheath, explained the incident in a 
Facebook post on Saturday. 

He said: “We call this an “Approach End Ar¬ 
restment,” or “catching a cable” for slang. 

“I’ve done this about 3 times myself over 
the years, mostly for hydraulic malfunctions 
that fail our normal braking systems. 

“We have back up brakes but the cable ar¬ 
restment works well and if for some reason 
we “missed the cable,” we could go to our 
emergency brakes and stop the aircraft.”

‘Air bases are 
worth £700m’ 


TWO RAF airbases in Suf¬ 
folk could be worth as much 
as £700 million to the local 
economy, it has been sug¬ 
gested. 

The estimation comes 
from Forest Heath District 
Council following the US 
Airforce (USAF) announce¬ 
ment last year that it plans 
to close the RAF Mildenhall 
site by 2022. 

However, the USAF has 
pledged to expand Laken- 
heath in 2021 with the arriv¬ 
al of 1,600 extra personnel 
alongside F-35A jets. 

The MoD is expected to 
announce its decision on the 
future of the RAF Mildenhall 
site in the spring. 

Cllr fames Waters, leader 
of Forest Heath, said: “We 
are pushing the MoD to 
make a decision regard¬ 
ing any future military use 
for all or part of the RAF 
Mildenhall site. 

“We want a commitment 
the site will not be moth¬ 
balled when the USAF leave.

The estimated figure 
forms part of Forest Heath’s 
on-going efforts to under¬ 
stand the current impact of 
both bases. 

To do so, district coun¬ 
cil officials have partnered 
up with St Edmundsbury 
Borough, Suffolk County, 
Breckland and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District councils 
to prepare for forthcoming 
changes. 

Cllr Waters added: “Forest 
Heath and its communities 
are best placed to lead on 
the economic regeneration 
of Mildenhall. 

“We have been success¬ 
ful in securing government 
funding to plan for the fu¬ 
ture of Mildenhall including 
the base site, to bring new 
employment to Mildenhall 
and to help our communi¬ 


ties rebuild for the future. 

“When the MoD an¬ 
nouncement is made we will 
look to hold further meet¬ 
ings.” 

A Ministry of Defence 
spokesman said: “The MoD 
is in the process of conduct¬ 
ing a number of assess¬ 
ments to determine the po¬ 
tential use of the Mildenhall, 
Alconbury and Molesworth 
sites. 

“This is a complex piece 
of work which has involved 
examining existing infra¬ 
structure and considering 
suitability for future use, 
including opportunity for 
development. 

“Any decisions on the fu¬ 
ture of the sites will be made 
as part of our overall review 
of the Defence estate, an 
announcement on which is 
planned for later this year. 

“The MoD will continue 
to work with the relevant 
councils to ensure any deci¬ 
sion takes into account local 
strategic planning issues.”

A COUPLE’S stunning Christmas 
lights display has raised more than 
£2,000 for two charities close to 
their hearts.

Be sugar 
smart with 
new app 

PARENTS are being encouraged to 
get "sugar smart" and take control 
of their children's sugar intake in 
a new campaign backed by Suffolk 
County Council. 

The new campaign, launched 
by Change4Life, shows that four 
to ten-year-olds consume an 
estimated 5,500 sugar cubes a year, 
weighing the same as an average 
five-year-old at 22kg. 

A total of 20.9 per cent of four 
to five-year-olds are classed as 
overweight or obese in Suffolk, 
with this figure increasing to 31.8 
per cent in ten to 11 -year-olds. 

Now, a Sugar Smart app has 
been launched to show how much 
sugar there is in every day food and 
drink. 

Barcodes of products can be 
scanned to reveal the amount they 
contain in sugar in grams. 

Cllr Tony Goldson, cabinet 
member for health, said: "The 
latest child obesity figures for 
Suffolk highlight the importance for 
families to cut back on sugar. 

"We're encouraging parents 
across Suffolk to download the new 
Sugar Smart app and take control 
of the amount of sugar their family 
consumes, to protect them from 
the health risks of having too much 
sugar."

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Drivers 'would accept 
safe mode on phones’ 


M OST drivers would 
be happy to put 
their mobile phones 
and tablets into a drive 
safe mode to help them 
concentrate behind the 
wheel, according to a new 
study. 

Motorists are increasingly 
connected to the outside 
world through in-built 
technology such as sat- 
navs and portable devices 
including mobile phones, 
tablets and smart watches. 

But the amount of 
technology in cars has led 
to fears that the risk of 
drivers losing focus is being 
increased. 

Department for Transport 
figures show that in 2014 
a distraction from inside a 
vehicle was a contributing 
factor in 3,200 accidents (68 
of which were fatal), with 
an additional 492 (21 fatal) 
involving a driver using a 
mobile phone.

Foundation found that some 
60 per cent of motorists 
would be happy to switch 
their electronic devices into 
a drive safe mode if it was 
created. Airline passengers 
are often required to use 
a flight safe mode to avoid 
interference with a plane's 
systems. 

A survey of 2,1 75 Britons 
found that 69 per cent see 
information received from 
outside the car as a possible 


distraction. 

When those respondents 
who drive (1,490) were 
given a list of 17 connected 
driving features and asked 
to choose which ones were 
important when buying 
a car, the top choice was 
getting information about 
the condition of the car (85 
per cent), followed by live 
traffic alerts (81 per cent). 

RAC Foundation director 
Steve Gooding told the Press 


Association: "Reassuringly, 
the vast majority of people 
said they wanted to use 
technology to check the 
state of their vehicle and 
make their journeys easier, 
not to read Facebook 
messages, send texts or 
email the boss. 

"However, almost one in 
10 were interested in online 
gaming as a feature. One 
can only hope this is down 
to a desire to keep their 
children occupied during 
a long journey rather than 
because they are tempted to 
play themselves." 

The charity published 
research in November which 
showed motorists who 
rely on their smartphones 
to access the internet face 
difficulties because there is 
a complete absence of 3G 
coverage on 14,554 miles 
of roads, while an additional 
111,679 miles - some 45 
per cent of Britain's roads 
- are only covered by some 
mobile operators.

Pawley and co set sights on 
success with Quatrieme Am i 


ROGER Pawley made his name as a 
Football League referee, but his foray 
into the sport of kings is providing him 
with its own rewards. 

The chairman of the Cambridgeshire 
FA is one of six members of the rac¬ 
ing partnership Ten Fools & A Horse & 
Partner, which has enjoyed a level of 
success in the past three years. 

Razor Quest and My Sebastian 
provided the group comprising Pawley, 
Garry Chapman, John Henry, Shaun 
Walker, Keith Fountain and John Blake 
with individual race wins before being 
sold. 

But their latest two-year-old, Quatrieme 
Ami, is on course for greater glory after 
qualifying for the All-Weather Champion¬ 
ship finals at Lingfield on Good Friday. 

Victory in the five-furlong fast-track 
qualifier at Wolverhampton on Decem¬ 
ber 5, with Daniel Tudhope riding Quat¬ 
rieme Ami to victory ahead of odds-on 
favourite Ornate, secured free entry 
to the Unibet Three-Year-Old Sprint 
Championship on finals day. 

It was his third career win, and 
Pawley and his partners are revelling in 
their good fortune. 

“We’re racing people, but we’re sport¬ 
ing people as well which is the most 
important thing,” said Pawley, whose 
own interest in racing stems from being 
a member at Newmarket for 43 years. 

“We all recognise how lucky we’ve 
been. You can speak to other owners and 
they’ve never had a win with their horses.

“It’s a costly exercise if you don’t get a 
winner or some places, but we’ve been 
lucky.” 

Quatrieme Ami, whose dam-sire is 
none other than Giant’s Causeway, was 
picked up by Newmarket trainer PJ 
‘Charlie’ McBride at Tattersalls’ October 
sales in 2014. 

That was despite him suffering with 
shin splints and McBride’s confidence 
in him being another good horse for the 
partnership, having trained their other 
two, proved well-placed. 

“He was a horse that had gone 
through the ring at 47,000 Guineas as 
a foal, but when he turned up at the 
October sales last year he’d developed 
two splints which devalued him a lot,” 
said McBride, who also owns a 25 per 
cent share in Quatrieme Ami. 

“He was very athletic and he looked 
like a racehorse even then. We loved 
him and we took a chance on him 
because we knew he had the splints, 
but we’ve trained horses with splints all 
our lives so it made no difference to us.” 

“We’re not able to buy expensive 
horses, so we have to go bargain 
basement shopping. We have to decide 
what we can train, what we can’t train, 


what we think we can get away with and 
we thought we could cope with those 
splints.” 

Having originally planned to run in 
May or June last year, a fracture to his 
hind tibia delayed Quatrieme Ami’s 
bow until September. 

Having finished fourth and seventh 
on his first two outings at Kempton Park 
and Redcar respectively, he finally got

to taste victory at Windsor last October, 
with David Probert riding him to victory 
by two-and-three-quarter lengths. 

Another win at Wolverhampton the 
following month was all McBride needed 
to enter the fast-track qualifier for the 
All-Weather Championship finals at the 
same venue. 

And although he had to miss the 
race due to being away on a cruise, he 
was delighted when son Sean texted 
him with the news of Quatrieme Ami’s 
success. 

“We thought he was a five-furlong 


horse because he had plenty of speed, 
he wasn’t over-training in the early 
part of the year, he had a chance to 
develop physically and when he won his 
first race at Wolverhampton I thought 
All-Weather Championship’,” said 
McBride. 

“Daniel Tudhope was very 
complimentary about him on that day, 
he’d already won previously at Windsor 
and really easily in a maiden, so we 
thought why not target the All-Weather 
Championship? He’s fit, he’s ready and 
he’s ideal for it. 

“I was in touch with my son all the 
way through, and he was telling me 
he was training well and he felt very 
confident about him having a winning 
chance. 

“He’d been riding him all the way 
through, so he knew the horse inside 
out and he was right about it.” 

Should he triumph at Lingfield, 
Quatrieme Ami could step up to Group 
company and run in the Palace House 
Stakes at Newmarket on April 30. 

But for now, Pawley hopes he and 
his fellow owners can just enjoy a 
successful day on Good Friday. 

“We’ve all booked in at Lingfield for 
the Friday night, hoping we’ll be happy 
and probably celebrating,” said Pawley. 

“For me, winning is great, but if we 
run a good race and finish in the first 
three, I’d be really happy with that. 

“As long as the horse runs to its 
ability, we’ve got a chance.”
